EFORE altars of gold in Russian churches 
knelt a starving people. A mist of prayers 

rose through the bitter cold of a famine win 

ter. Among the sixty thousand churches 
of the great country are some of the greatest 

temples in the world. ' 

Icons heavy with bullion and crusted with 

diamonds looked down in compassion upon ragged 
workmen and peasants tottering out to the death which 
waited in the tempest beyond the bronze doors. Emer- 
alds and sapphires gleamed in the altar ornaments.

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Grand National Steeplechase, an 
annual event at Aintree, 
near Liverpool, England, 
calls for limit of endurance 
of horses and riders—Only 
one out of thirty-two start- 
ers this year got around the 
course without a fall—F our 
most difficult hazards must 
be surmounted twice in the 
race—Killing of horses and 
serious injury to riders are 
common occurrences : 

HIRTY-TWO high bred horses,

tleman rider. Along the four-and-a-half-mile 
course there were gathered, waiting for the fence. 
horses to pass in their mad flight, thousands 

upon thousands of England's gentility. For the Grand 
National is the outstanding sport event of the year in 
the British Empire. 

The 32 horses started, springing away with their 
heads out, nostrils extended, the coursing of their 
sperting blood plainly visible along the ridges made by 
veins that stood out beneath their tender skins. 

“Which one of these splendid horses would survive 
the four and a half miles—which one would keep to 
its feet to the end?” For it is not often that more 
than one or two horses reach the finish of the Grand 
National. And that is why even the sportsmen in En- 
gland are crying that this great steeplechase is the 
cruelest thing in the world. 

This year, of the 32 horses that started only one 
reached the finish. He, of course, was the winner. 
All the others fell. Only 75 per cent of them succeeded 
in passing the Canal Turn Fence, the eighth jump on 
the course. The others fell later. It has been the 
record of the Grand National for several years that one- 
third of all the horses who enter the race fall, some- 
times injuring themselves for life, sometimes killing 
themselves outricht, sometimes crippling their riders, 
within the first mile of the course. 

For some reason the public this year turned its atten- 
tion to the poor horses whose broken necks, twisted 
legs and bruised bodies dotted the course for miles, 
while the solitary winner was being cheered and ac- 
claimed. 

The fact that only 32 horses started in the chase is 
accepted as evidence that in all England there were 
onilv 32 horses whese owners felt that they were brave 
and strong enough to successfully overcome even a por- 
tion of the obstacles which mark this famous course. 

The treacherous Canal Turn Fence is photographed 
on this page. First, there is a ditch six feet wide and 
two feet deep, with a fence two feet high at the near 
bank of the ditch. It would seem almost cruel in itself 
to drive a horse with a heavy gentleman rider across 
a six-foot ditch, with a two-foot space to clear at the 
very beginning of his leap. But for the spectators of 
the Grand National such a jump would be thought 
ridiculous. Therefore, there is added at the other side 
of the ditch a five-foot foliage fence, which is more 
than three feet thick. Those who are familiar with 
steeplechasing know at once that the horse must clear 
at least 15 feet in this one leap to avoid tripping. Last 
year, of the 31 horses that entered the Grand National, 
only nine were left when this jump was reached. Of 
these nine only four went on. Of the 27 accidents more 
than a dozen were so serious as to virtually remove 
the horses from the racing field. Two were perma- 
nently crippled. 

Then there are two other outstanding obstacles on 
the course. One is Valentine’s Brook, the other is 
Becher’s Brook. At Pecher’s Brook the fence is five 
feet six inches high, with a two-foot rail four feet in 
front of it. After the horse has cleared these obstacles 
in his leap, he must still cover an ugly ditch, running 

with murky water, four feet deep and several feet wide. 


It was at Becher’s Brook that the noted steeplechase 
horse Awbeg, one of the noblest animals in Great 
Britain, fell to his knees, rolled over on his side, with 
his head under him, breaking his neck. Immediately 
behind Awbeg came the wonderful Wavetree, consid- 
ered to be one of the best steeplechasers ever sent along 
the course. Wavetree, cheered by a shout from his 
jockey, lifted himself into the air just as Awbeg’s heels 
disappeared beyond the fence. His was a splendid leap. 
As he raised for the fence, clearing the foliage by at

iS tells the story that Agrippina, mother of the 


Ancient statue of Agrippina, mother of Nero. 


Emperor Nero, and from whom he inherited both his 
ambition and his crnelty, caused the death of a certain 
Statiliuns Taurus. who had been Governor of Africa, 
but who had returned to Rome. Agrippina had con- 
demned him to death on the charge that he had been 
practicing foreign religious rites in the very capital 
of the empire. Tacitus wrote she wanted for herself 
ihe magnificent gardens of Taurus, on the Esguiline 
Hill. which was the fashionable residence district of 
first century Roman society. Here the nobles had 
Villas and gardens. 

Taurus knew Agrippina: he knew her c 
knew after he was condemned that she would devise 
most terrible tortures for him. Therefore, he com- 
mitted suicide rather than submit to the suffering 
which he accounted inevitable unless death should 
intervene. 

Now the underground basilica was unearthed in ex- 
actly the spot where the unfortunate Taurus had his 
gardens. There is every possibility, according to the 
archeologists. that the story told by Tacitus was true, 
and that Taurus celebrated his foreign rites—-believed 
to have been some form of sun worship--in this love- 
ly white temple stink below the olive and lemon trees 
of his garden. There is no doubt that the temple was 
an underground one, for it is 14 feet below the level of 
the ancient road unearthed in the neighborhood. 

Aside from its historical interest the basilica con- 
tains the most superb stucco bas reliefs known to exist. 
Thev-are pure white and, in spite of their delicacy, al- 
most perfectly preserved-—-as described by Miss Frankx- 
lin The entire surface of walls and ceilings is di- 
vided by moldings into panels Mvthological scenes 
alternate with decorative motifs of victories crowning 
trophies, winged genii, gorgon heads and palmettes 

The antechamber differs from the main room in that 
it is decorated in dark red and blne, with pictures of 
Pacchic revelrs One relief shows t mad Agave with 
the head of Pentheus, the subject of the Bacchae of 
Euripides. 

In the vault of the nave is pictured a winged genius 
carrying off Ganymede to be the cupbearer of Jupiter, 
and another genius bearing away a female figure 
thought to represent one of the daughters of Leucippus. 
Some of the scenes are done in a spirit of humor. 
There is a picture of Jason, who is made so small that 
he has to climb on a table to reach the Golden Fleece, 
while a Brobdingnagian Medesa gives a magic potion to 
the dragon

which floats out behind her in the wind as she ieans 
down from the rocks into the sea. In one hand she 
hold@ the seven-stringed lyre. A winged Eros assists 
her. and tn the sea a figure holds a scarf as if to break 
her fall. A sealy-tailed Triton rises from the water. At 
the left an Apollo with a bow stands on a cliff and be- 
hind him sits a veiled figure in an attitude of lamenta- 
tion The scene is believed to represent the poetess 
Sappho leaping from the Leucadian cliff to escape her 
love for the boatman Phaon. 

Seen in the mysterious light entering through the 
aniechamber the reliefs have a fairylike quality. They 
possess not only motion but rhythm, and are done in 
a spirit of delicate phantas}s 

There evidently was an altar or throne before the 
apse, and under the floor beneath were found the 
bones of a pig and a dog. Bones of other animals were 
discovered under the floor of the antechamber, so it fs 
evident that sacrifice of animals was a frequent cere- 
mony. Since the decoration Is purely Greek in style 
and shows no trace of Oriental or early Christian in- 
fluence it is thonght that the cult was that of the Neo- 
Pyvthagoreans. a Greco-Italian sect. Belief in immof- 
tality is suggested by some of the frescoes, which rep- 
resent spirits carrying off the soul to another life. 

fr is not. of course, authentically proved that the 
of Agrippina built this temple that he might 
practice his rites without being discovered. But little 
doubt remains. Taurus might have sealed up the en- 
trance to the temple as soon as he felt Agrippina’s 
envious eye on his gardens.

PROFIT FROM GAME ON THE FARM 
HE rabbits, quail, pheasants, wild turkeys and 
ducks that live in the wood lot and on the farm 
are not usually considered to be of great value, 
but Dr. T. S. Palmer, expert in game conserva- 

tien, of the United States Biologica! Survey, after an 

investigation of the nation’s game resources believes 
that wild life can be made profitable not alone for food 
and pleasure, but for direct revenue as well. 

“Under favorable conditions the game on the farm 
may be greatly increased and even produced artificial- 
lv, though as yet game farming has made only & be- 
ginning in the United States,’ he says. “Pheasants 
and pheasant eggs have been distributed in certain 
States and in some cases the persons revteiving them 
lave been successful in rearing the birds, but compara 
tively Httle concerted effort has been made by farm- 
ers to raise any large numbers of pheasants, either in 
co-operation with game departments or for supplying 
the market Pheasants. wild turkeys, mallard ducks, 
black mallards, and wood ducks can be reared on 
and commanding higher prices than poultry, 


farms 
might be made even more profitable.’ 

Another method of utilizing the game on the farm 
and of making it render a direct return is to sell or 
lease the shooting rights. Owners and tenants do not 
as a rule attempt to obtain a direct return Dy leasing 
the hunting privileges 

Nearly every farm produces some game which may 
be hunted in open season, as rabbits, quail, squirrels, 
or other species, and this has a certain food or recrea- 
tional value Upland game birds are often of more 
use as destrovers of weed seeds or noxious insects than 


they are as food. One out of 16 persons in this coun-" 


try hunts game of some kind, Dr. Palmer estimates.

N EUROPE, in the old Stone Age, some 25,000 or 
30,000 years ago, a social, industrial and racial 
revolution of so profound a nature took place 
that even the World War is dwarfed in compari- 
son with it. 
This stupendous upheaval was caused by the 
migration from Asia of a superior race of men, 
the Cro-Maznons. Like the coming of the white men to 
America, with the consequent extermination of the red 
men, so the arrival of the Cro-Magnons in Europe was 
the signal for the passing of the Neanderthal race that 
had occupied the land for upwards of a hundred thou- 
sand years. 

The Cro-Magnons belonged to the species of man 
known as Homo sapiens, the same species to which we 
belong, and are the first members of this species known 
to science. They dominated Europe with their industry 
and art until the close of the Upper Paleolithic Age, 
when for reasons not yet entirely ciear they underwent ' 
a decline and with their disappearance brought to a | | ei aN ge _ | Family ere 
close the Old Stone Age in Europe. Their skeletonal ee oS eee eo -_ ) ' | Koight in 
remains and specimens of their industry and art are 
very widely distributed over the continent. 

When they entered Europe they were the highest 
products of an evolutionary development which must 
have occupied hundreds of thousands of years, and 
probably took place in Asia. Their physical structure 
is entirely of Asiatic type, and their stations are abun- 
dantly developed along the Mediterranean coasts, both 
of Europe and Africa. 

The date of the arrival of the Cro-Magnons in Europe 
is fixed at 25,000 vears ago, or at the close of the 
fourth glaciation. From evidence of various kinds we 
know that the Postglacial period has been from 25,000 
to 30,000 years. So the date of the Cro-Magnons in 
years is fixed with much greater confidence than that of 
earlier species of men, such as the Neanderthals, the 
Piltdown race and the men of Heidelberg. 

While the Cro-Magnons left no written records, they 
buried their dead in grottos and caves and painted pic- 
tures of themselves and the animal life about them 
upon the walls. of the caverns in which they lived. 
Their bones and their art are being recovered in many 
places in Europe, notably in France; and scientists 
have reconstructed for us their physical appearance, 
manners and customs, and have discovered numerous 
specimens of their art.

When the Cro-Magnons entered Europe, France and 
the British Isles were joined together, the latter still 
forming part of the European continent. The climate, 
just at the close of the fourth glaciation, was dry and 
stimulating: the summers were warm or temperate, 
the winters cold..

came subject to seizure and are being seized by the 
soviet government. 

Sacred vessels and emblems which have served their 
religious offices for centuries; icons which have been 
borne in battle-front through holy wars, jeweled effi- 
gies of the Christ and of the Virgin and of the saints, 
before Which worshiped innumerable millions of 
people who lived and died in the faith—all these 
are to be taken and, if the announcement of the Rus- 
sian Government can be accepted, used for the succor- 
ing of the famine-stricken millions. 

At behest of old King Midas all things were turned to 
gold: then Midas starved because he could not eat 
gold. In Russia it appears that all precious metals and 
all precious stones found in the churches are to be 
turned into bread through commercial. transmutation 
and fed to the starving. 

This is the most stupendous relief measure that any 
Government ever has devised. Early in March came 
the announcement from Moscow, seat of the soviet 
rule, that these splendid treasures of the 60,000 Church 
buildings in Russia were to be requisitioned and sold 
for the purpose stated. 

Throughout Christendom this startling announce- 
ment is being received with approval by some and 
with disapproval by others. The humanitarian uspect 
of the matter meets with universal approval, but the 
Lenine-Trotzky regime is under such suspicion as to 
motives that many persons. both of the clergy and 
the laity, denounce the requisitioning of the church 
treasures as a soviet scheme for feeding the revolution 
rather than the starving people. 

The very decision proves as nothing else could have 
done the desperate nature of the crisjs in that country's 
economic conditions, for religion always has played a 
dominant part in the life of the Russ‘an masses, and 
such a step was bound to meet with bitter opposi- 
tion. Put church property, even the sacred vessels 
themselves, have in past times in other countries been 
sold during periods of calamity, to alleviate suffering 
and save lives. 

It is not so much the selling of church treasures for 
strictly utilitarian and material purposes which gives 
this piece of current history its peculiar interest, but 
rather the tast scope of the affair. The 0,000 religious 
structures which will be affected by the Government's 
decision range from magnificent cathedrals in Moscow, 
Petrograd and other large cities to little parish 
churches in obscure erie communities. 

What the monetary value of the gold and silver, the 
diamonds and other precious and semi-precious stones 
in Russian cathedrals, monasteries, convents and 
churches may be, it is impossible to as°ertain accurate- 
ly. But that the total runs into fabulous figures there 
is no doubt. Even the icons. those holy pictures which 
have been so characteristic a feature of Russian life 
in church. home. school, places of employment and 
even in railroad stations, and which often are framed 
in noble metal and studded with gems, must have a 
marketable value beside which the traditional ““king’s 
ransom” would be but a handful of farthings. 

Icons are panel pictures, varying from a few inches 
square to life size, and usually painted in tempera on a 
gold ground. They are often partly covered with a gilt 
metal shield, with apertures left for the face and 
hands, which are kept flat, the robes and headdress 
being embossed in relief. This is the result of the 
controversy in the seventh and eighth centuries, when 
all plastic representation of the human form was con- 
demned. Often of little artistic merit, many are set 
with jewels of fabulous valué. The subjects include 
all the saints of the Old and New Testaments, also 
Greek and Russian saints. 

“The value of the church treasures in Russia, before 
the war, was more than two billions of dollars. How 
much more than that immense figure, no man knows.” 

So declares the Rev. Alexis Borochovich, pastor of 
the Russian Orthodox Greek Catholic Church of St. 
Michael the Archangel, at 1125 Hickory street. 

“One picture alone at Kiev,’ continued the Russian 
priest, “a famous representation of the blessed St. 
Mary, adorned with gold and diamonds, is valued at 
ten million gold rubles.” (Under normal rates of ex- 
change this would be $5,150,000.) ‘“‘Many of the icons 
and other treasures are very old and have been venerat- 
ed for centuries. It is dreadful to think that any of 
them must be melted down. But there is bitter need in 
Russia. Certainly the people must have food. 


“I do not believe, however, that these things are 
being taken from the churches for the benefit of all 
the people. Probably it is being done for the bol- 
shevists and their propaganda. First they robbed the 
people of all their gold, silver and precious stones, 
soon after they came into power, in 1917. Now they are 
taking such articles from the churches. 

“If the talk of using thjs wealth to help the poor and 
hungry people of the famine districts is only an excuse, 
then they are doing a very wicked thing, an abominable 
thing. But we can only wait and see.”’ 

Tall, elderly and very clerical, with long gray hair and 
beard, Father Borochovich conducts. services in 
his native tongue for a small congregation, in a chapel 
which has been carefully extemporized on the ground 
floor of a former residence. 

Across one end of the church room extends the regu- 
lation inconostasis, or screen, on which are painted or 
hung the icons. Three doors in the screen communi- 
cate with the nave, where the worshipers stand, for 
there are no pews or seats in a Russian orthodox

ARCHBISHOP GLENNON. 


HE MOST REV. JOHN 

J. GLENNON, Archbish- 
op of the Diocese of St. 
Louis, termed the requisi- 
tioning of church treasures 
in Russia as “sacrilegious 
seizure.” There are many 
instances, he said, in the 
history of France, Italy, 
Spain and England, where 
treasures of the church and 
even the sacred vessels were 
sold during a crisis and the 
proceeds used to relieve hu- 
man misery and save lives. 

“Not only were these things done with the con- 
sent of the Bishops, but at their direction,” re- 
marked the Archbishop. But the circumstances of 
the present case are quite different, in his opinion. 
He continued: 

“I could admire and would applaud the action of 
the bolshevists in feeding the starving, if I thought 
that was their true purpose. But I fear that instead 
of feeding the hungry they are only feeding them- 
selves, and doing so on thé spoils they have taken 
from the churches, not with the consent of the 
chureh authorities but by sacrilegious seizure. 

“The whole affair would wear a different aspect if 
the ‘requisitioning’ were done with the permission 
or approval of the church authorities. Then the 
sacred vessels, which, after all, must be the chief 
objects of the seizure. could be prepared or secular- 
ized; if I may use the word, melted down and con- 


verted into exchange for the purchase of food. Often 


in history has this been done, and even the sacred 
vessels have been melted down to relieve dire dis- 
tress. 

“The soviet government, however, has made this 
impossible, since it has suppressed religion and ex- 
iled the priests and Bishops of Russia. Now it tries 
to complete the suppression and loots the churches 
under the specious plea that it is going to feed the 
hunery. 

“The end does not justify the means, ever, and 
the soviet government does not justify itself.” 


GEORGE W. SIMMONS 


EORGE W. SIMMONS, 

who in 1919 spent seven 
months in Russia as special 
representative of the War 
Council, American Red 
Cross, believes it possible 
that the removal of gold and 
silver objects, precious 
stones and other articles of 
marketable value from Rus- 
sian churches may have 
progressed much farther 
than indicated in news dis- 
patches. . 

“These announcements 
from Moscow,” he said, “may be for the purpose of 
preparing the world to hear that the ‘requisitioning’ 
already has been accomplished. I don’t believe the 
bolshevists to be sincere in anything. They are 
liars, and admit that they are. Nothing they say 
is entitled to any credence. 

“As for a desire to give food to the starving mil- 
lions of Russia, that certainly would be a proper 
feeling on the part of the bolshevists, but not one 
that entitled them to any special commendation. 
It is the way they should feel about the ghastly 
conditions which they have brought about entirely 
by their own mismanagement and incapacity. 

“The only things which interest them are the abo- 
lition of all government and of the private owner- 
ship of property. There is no crime at which they 
would stop, if they thought it would do any good in 
accomplishing those ends or retaining themselves 
in power. 

“The church buildings were among the first places 
plundered. The communists are opposed to the 
church because it has been a rallying point for the 
peasants, who never have accepted communist prin- 
ciples and who are responsible for the failure of 
Lenine and Trotzky’s program against private own- 
ership of property and against private trade. 

“T haven't any faith in the announcements that 
the bolshevists are intent upon relieving the famine 
sufferers, in their plundering of the churches. The 
plundering no doubt is an actual fact, but not for the 
purposes which they would have the world believe.” 
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FORMER AMBASSADOR FRANCIS 


AVID R. FRANCIS, for- 
| tad Governor of Mis- 
souri,. who was Ambassador 
to Russia at the time of the 
revolution and agterwards, 
made this comment on the 
seizure of church treasures: 

“Very reprehensible, but 
quite in accord with the 
soviet communist govern- 
ment’s policy of robbery and 
murder ever since it got con- 
trol in Russia.” 

Former Gov. Francis was 
in Russia as Ambassador of 
the United States from April, 1916, to November, 
1918. He was there when the Kerensky revolution 
started and when it was sueceeded by the bolshevist 
regime of Lenine and Trotzky. 

From his own first-hand observation he was con- 
vinced that Lenine was sent into Russia by Ger- 
many to withdraw Russia from the war by demoral- 
izing its army. He has been outspoken in his opin- 
ion that the motives of the bolshevist leaders have 
always been sinister and selfish. 


DR. JOHN W. DAY 
HE REV. DR. JOHN W. 
DAY, pastor of the 
Church. of the Messiah, com- 
mented on the requisitioning 
of church treasures in Rus- 
sia as follows: 
‘As the matter is reported 
in press dispatches from 
Russia, I feel that the value 
of the precious things taken 
will serve the Lord better 
in feeding hungry children 
than in decorating the altars 
of churches. I would not 
like to be understood as ap- 
proving the reckless violation and looting of 
churches, and the church authorities should co-op 
erate with Government officials in applying these 
treasures to the relief of the starving. 

“The righteousness or unrighteousness of it all 
depends on the exact circumstances of the case. AB 
awful situation exists in Russia and the news 
accounts sound .as if the people had been driven by 
desperation and stern necessity to do what they 
have done. If they were, you can’t blame them. 
There may have been no violation of the churches. 
The removal of such valuables should be done with 


proper reverence and formality, and a due 
to the sanctities. 

“I guess that we'd do the same thing in this 
country, under similar circumstances.” 


DR. IVAN LEE HOLT 


HE REV. DR. IVAN 
LEE HOLT, pastor of 

St. John’s Methodist Episco- 
pal Church South, said: 

“One of the tragedies of 
the centuries has been the 
starving of people under the 
shadow of great churches 
whose interiors were cov- 
ered with gold. No one can 
have a real Christian spirit

toll. He collected quite a haul, but was afterwards 
captured and served a term in the penitentiary. 

But that can never happen again. Imagine a lone 
bandit trying to stop a string of huge, roaring %0- 
horsepower juggernauts, even if it were possible for 
him to operate at all within the cordon of trained rang- 
ers that police the wonderland far better than the 
average big city is protected. 

The stage coach went out and the automobile came 
in during 1915, not without mourning for the passing 
of the famous bit of park romance. But the need of 
faster transportation was but another proof of how 
the national parks have brought America to the out- 
of-doors, for where the old coaches carried a compara- 
tive few, thousands now throng Yellowstone in a sea- 
son, and the motor busses furnish transportation for 
many who now come annually. And this year over 
a hundred thousand are expected and planned for 
during golden anniversary year. 


With the automobile came the elimination of the 
wahistoric night stops at the Fountain Hotel in the 
“lower geyser basin, at the Thumb and at Norris 
' Geyser Basin, for now tourists can go all the way 
through to Old Faithful, then to the lake, to the can- 
yon, over Dunraven Pass, though Camp Roosevelt to 
Mammoth Hot Springs, and, in one more jump, from the 
latter point to West Yellowstone. Motors speeded up 
the trip, eliminated long hours of road travel, and 
at the same time allowed more time for actual sight- 
3 seeing at every point. 
Ee’ The automobile brought the magnificent park roads 
| fom West Yellowston¢ to the “loop” at Madison 


Junction, around the loop through Old Faithful, the 
lake, canyon, Camp Roosevelt, Mammoth Hot Springs 
and Norris Basin, from the loop at the lake over Sylvan 
Pass to Cody, and from Thumb Station to the south 
entrance and Jackson's Hole, the roads are among the 
highest class of motor highways. 

And with them came the tourists driving their own 
cars, a few at first, then in greater numbers, until last 
year they were numbered by thousands, with every 
known make of car represented. To make the move- 
ment of traffic safe, it is handled in but one direc- 
tion at a time, some of the roads being permanently 
one-Way, and on others movement being allowed in 
different directions at different hours. With the traf- 
fic regulations havé come that symbol of modernity, 
the motor cops, smart young rangers mounted not on 
horseback as of old, but on fast motor cycles, and woe 
to the driver who doesn't play fair. 

But with all of the changes this modern demand for 
the outdoors has brought to Yellowstone, they have 
been handled by the National Parks Service with the 
greatest of delicacy, so that the grand old wonderland 
may never be tainted by artificiality, become “re- 
sorty”’’ or lose its old-time lure. 

The new structures, Old Faithful Inn, the hotel and 
camp at the Grand Canyon, the lake loop and camp, 
Camp Roosevelt, the ranger stations and new com- 
munity houses at the places set aside for automobile 
camping parties are all gems of rustic log architecture, 
all made to enhance rather than detract from the 
spirit of the wilderness. With few exceptions the 
wonders of the park lie unchanged, as Bridger, Wash- 
burn, Langford and their compatriots first saw them.

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An interesting basis of comparison between the 
geysers, falls and other wonders as they were when 
the park was created and as they are today is given 
by Mr. Langford’s diary of the Washburn expedition 
as published in his book, “The Discovery of Yellow- 
stone Park.” A few of the geysers they saw have died 
down, some others have burst forth. Most of them 
are roaring on schedule time, just as they did 50 years 
ago; When Columbus discovered America; when Rome 
was young, and long before. If the spirits of Bridger 
and the old explorers can come back to help celebrate 
the golden anniversary, they'll find little to show them 
the passage of time. ' 

The high Excelsior Geyser in the lower basin no 
longer spouts, but lies as a huge boiling lake in its 
deep crater. The great mud geyser near the Thumb, 
described by Langford, has somewhat diminished in 
force of eruption, but on the other hand, the Giantess, 
near Old Faithful, which the Washburn party found 
with the water level deep down in its crater now lies 
between eruptions with its crystal-clear, emerald-green 
poo! level with the surface of the formation, and at 
Mammoth Springs the gigantic formations have grown 
perceptibly since that day. 

Wich the exceptionally deep snows of last winter to 
furnish additional moisture, everything will furnish 
a gala aspect for the anniversary. The gevsers are 
expected to be at their best, and the myriad cascades 
will be exceptionally beautiful. The great falls of the 
Yellowstone should eclipse even what Bridger and 
Langford saw, and they viewed nothing in their travels 
that will eclipse the moisture-fed forest decorations of 
the whole.
